BOSTON (AP) —Sen. Edward 


M. Kennedy, I>.Mass., took him- 
self out of any considerationfor 
the Democratic vice presides 
fcal nomination today with a 
statement saying "for me, this 
year, it is impossible." 


Kennedy, last survivor of four 


Kennedy sons, said in a state- 
ment that his decision "is final, 
firm and not subject to further 
consideration." Kennedy said 
he is removing himself from 
consideration because offanrly 
responsibilities resulting from 
the assassination of his brother, 
Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, D. 
N.Y., last month. 


The Massachusetts senator, 


in a four-paragraph statement, 
said he will speak out, however, 
on "foreign and domestic poli« 
cies our party mist pursue if it 
is to be successful in the com« 
ing election." 
He said he appreciated the 


confidence of Democrats who 
have proposed him for the na- 
tional ticket and "under normal 
circumstances such a possibil- 
ity would be a high honor and a 
challenge to further public ser- 
vice." 


Kennedy added, "My reasons 


are purely personal. They arise 
from the change in my personal 
situation and responsibilities as 
a result of the events of last 
month. I know that the mem- 
bers of the Damocratic Party 
will understand these reasons 
without further elaboration. 


"I have informed the Demo- 


cratic candidates for the presi- 
dency and the chairman of the 
convention that I will not be 
able to accept the vice presiden- 
tial nomination if offered and 
that my decision is final, firm 
and not subject to further con-

SAIGON (AP) —Terrorists 


struck in Saigon today for the 
second time in a week and blew 
up the city's largest Chinese 
newspaper. 


Police said four young Viet 


Cong, two of them girls, set off 
a 60-pound plastic bomb in the 
press room of A Chau Van 
Quoc, the Asian Daily News, an 
anti-Communist 
paper which 


supports 
the Saigon govern- 


ment. No casualties were re. 
ported. 


The terrorists, all armod 


with pistols, walked into the 
newspaper office just after 1 
p.m. and ordered everyone out. 


One girl terrorist pulled out 


the explosive charge concealed 
in a bag, planted it in the press.

Warned by their commanders 
that the third offensive of the 
year against South Vietnam's 
capital may be the biggest bat- 
tle of the war, quite a number 
voice fervent hopes that some 
other unit will bear the brunt 
of the fighting.

Grammar 
Due For 
Change 


LOS ANGELES-Memo to the 


parents of Johnny, who can't 
read: 
Take heart. 
Help is on the 


way, according to a University 
of Southern California language 
specialist. 
Following on the "new math," 
which took California pupils, 
teachers and parents by storm a 
few years ago, another revolu- 
tionary educational innovation 
is in store—the "new gram- 
mar." 
Starting in September, the new 
grammar will replace the old 
method of teaching language in 
California schools. 


The Innovation is long overdue, 
says Dr. Robert B. Kaplan, 
chairman of USC's Linguistics 
Program, who believes the new 
grammar will be a welcome re- 
placement for an archaic and 
ineffectual system that too long 
has been belabored by schools 
everywhere. 


The basic difference, Kaplan 
says, is that the new grammar 
talks about the function of lan- 
guage instead 
of classifying 


words into 
rigid categories, 


and teaches the student to use 
grammar as a tool in com- 
munication rather than teach- 
ing him grammar as an end in 
itself, of which he says the 
currently - used 
method is 


guilty. 
"There have been screams in 
recent years about Johnny not 
being able to read," says toe 
USC educator, "and now the 
introduction of the new gram- 
mar may in fact teach children 
to speak, read and write more 
effectively. 


"The old grammar is a me- 
thod of painfully learning nomi- 
nal categories, such as defining 
nouns, verbs and sentences,. 


This is a tradition from the 


18th century, when it was be- 
lieved that languages are good 
or bad depending on how near 
to the perfection of Latin they 
are.

thoughts and feelings have on 
our physical well-being, and the 
effect our physical condition has 
on the way we feel. Many times, 
you can't treat one without treat, 
ing the other.

stresses such as fear, depres- 
sion and rage cause changes in 
our body chemistry which alter 
the function of our organs and if 
sustained can lead to diseases 
such as asthma, ulcers, colitis 
and severe back pains.

This concept of the underlying 
causes of rioting emerged in a 
recent symposium at the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los An­ 
geles on “ Medicine and the 
M.nd." 
The symposium, an extension 
program, was organized to give 
the nonprofessional public an in­ 
sight into advances in treatment 
of psychosomatic ills of all 


races. 
Interviews later devel­ 
oped the potential of psychoso­ 
matic therapy in troubled Negro 
areas. 
Dr. Charles Wahl, head of 
UCLA’s Division of Psychoso­ 
matic Medicine, says “ few peo­ 
ple yet realize the effect our 
thoughts and feelings have on 
our physical well-being, and the 
effect our physical condition has 
on the way we feel. Many times, 
you can't treat one w ithout treat­ 
ing the other. 
“ It's a new kind of *black 
magic,’ in a way, because it 
seems to work without reason 
until you examine it deeply. We 
have learned, 
however, that 
stresses such as fear, depres­ 
sion and rage cause changes in 
our body chemistry which alter 
the function of our organs and if 
sustained can lead to diseases 
such as asthma, ulcers, colitis 
and severe back pains.

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Billions For Guns 


Americans have long since become used to the idea that by far 


the biggest slice of the national budget pie must go to the Depart- 
ment of Defense. 
With such an enormous military establish- 


ment deemed necessary to guarantee tie national security and 
meet wrldwide commitments, it could not be otherwise. 


Ever, so, it is worthwhile to remind ourselves of the actual 


magnitude of the sums channeled to the Pentagon. It is not a 
matter to •which we ought to become indifferent. 


The size of our defense budget -was pointed up in a sort of 


reverse way when the House Appropriations Committee made 
its final recommendations on new funds. The committee slashed 
the President's request by 4.8 billion dollars. That is a huge 
figure— an amount of money incomprehensible to all of us. 
Yet it made only a small dent in the total recommended. House 
Appropriations approved 72.2 billion, the largest single appro- 
priation since toe height of World War n. 


Rep. Melvta R. Laird has been quoted as saying that of the 


total, 34.9 billion will go to pay Vietnamese War costs— but then 
went on to say that he thinks a five -billion -dollar supplemental 
appropriation will be needed for this purpose early nest year. 


It is encouraging that the Appropriations Coramiriee -^ 


belt-tightening in some military activities not directly related 
to Vietnam. 
This seems to reflect a -sidespread feeling that, 


even -with the paramount importance of national security, there 
must be some fat in such a vast budget. The overriding fact is 
that until international tensions are markedly eased the lion's 
share of our national budget •sill continue to go for guns rather 
than for solution of domestic problems. 


Ruth St. Denis — A Powerful Life 


With the death of Ruth St. Denis at the age of SB, -we have lost 


not only a great generative figure in the modern dance, but also 
a remarkable person. She exemplified a vitality of spirit which 
buoyed her up and was an inspiration to others throughout a long 
and busy life.

former in 1393, began recitals as a leading dancer soon after the 
torn of the century, and went on to become outstanding also as a 
teacher and lecturer.

In most instances, 
people go through all of their 
lives without any intestin.?-! 
symptoms that are related to 
this condition When there are 
many sacs the disorder is 
called diverticulosis. 


All of these sacs open into 


the intestines and are thought 
to be due to a slight weakness 
in the muscular wall of the 
large bowel. When food or 
bacteria causes an inflamma- 
tion of the lining of these 
small sacs the condition is 
called diverticulitis, which is 
responsible for the distressing 
symptoms associated with it 


Pain, tenderness of the ab- 


dominal wall, spasm, and ac- 
cumulation of gas are some 
of the symptoms noted by pa- 
tients who have chronic irri- 
tation and inflammation of the 
lining of the diverticula. It is

hospital steward in a major 
city, 1 have been following with 
such interest the present con- 
troversy between the sheriff 
and coroner. 
This thing has 


been battled in many other areas 
and it has been found that the 
most sensible solution has been 
to have the emergency vehicles, 
including ambulances, under the 
jurisdiction of, and operated by, 
properly trained police or sher- 
iffs officers. 


Non-ernurgency and invalid- 


coach service can well be left 
to private interests. There can 
never be a clear -cut delinea- 
tion of service, bothsrri?rgency 
aai private, infer the preseai- 
sy stein. There have been mo ay 
court cases in regard to res- 
ponsibility and liability- when 
emergency vehicles themselves 
have been involved in accidents, 
and in this respect it is very im« 
portant that a proper agency 
have control of such vehicles. 
I believe the sheriffs depa*-' 
ment is best equipped to handle 
the precautionary checkup that 
should go with every call to any 
emergency. 


As a taxpayer, I am concern- 


ed, too, about the liability of 
the county in regard to such 
incidents where Mr. Ward has 
used private citizens as rescue 
corps-such as skin-divers, go- 
ing after drowned persons, etc. 
It is fine and wonderful to have 


volunteers, but liability as such 
is another mitter. 


As Mr. Farmer stated—It's 


about time we brought this out 
into the open. It is my belief 
that in addition to the emer- 
gency vehicles being under the 
control of the sheriff's depart, 
ment, that the office of coroner 
should be part of the county 
medical department and headed 
by a proper medical man » 
such as the county physician. 
This could greatly obviate the 
need for many post-mortems. 


Why not explore the idea of 


having the public administrator 
position as a division of the dis- 
trict attorney's office, with the 
fees thereof going into the coun- 
ty coffers? 


There is a great deal to be 


considered here that has not yet 
surfaced, and for taxpayer pro- 
tection the situation should be 
investigated thoroughly.

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Billions For Guns 


Am ericans have long since become used to the idea that by far 
the biggest slice of the national budget pie must go to the D epart­ 
ment of Defense, 
w ith such an enormous m ilitary establish­ 
ment deemed necessary to guarantee the national security and 
meet vrorldwlde com m itm ents, it could not be otherwise. 


Even so, it is worthwhile to rem ind ourselves of the actual 
magnitude of the sums channeled to the Pentagon. It is not a 
m atter to which we ought to become indifferent. 


The size of our defense bndget was pointed up in a sort of 
reverse way when the House /¿p rop riations Committee made 
Its fin al recom m endations on new funds. The committee slashed 
the Presid en t's request by 4.8 billion d ollars. 
That is a huge 
figure— an amount of money incom prehensible to a ll of us. 
Ye* it made only a sm all dent in the total recommended. House 
Appropriations approved 72.2 b illion , the largest single appro­ 
priation since the height of W orld W ar EL 


Rep. M elvin R . La ird has been quoted as saying that of the 
total, 24.9 billion w ill go to pay Vietnam ese W ar costs—but then 
went on to say’ that he thinks a five-billion-dollar supplemental 
appropriation w ill be needed for this purpose early next year. 


ft is encouraging that the Appropriations Committee urged 
belt-tightening in some m ilitary activities not d irectly related 
to Vietnam . 
This seem s to reflect a widespread feeling that, 
even with the paramount im portance of national security, there 
must be some fat in such a vast budget. The overriding fact is 
that until international tensions are m arkedly eased the lion's 
share of our national budget w ill continue to go for guns rather 
than for solution of dom estic problem s. 


Ruth St. Denis — A Powerful Life 


W ith the death of Ruth St. I>enis at the age of 88, we have lost 
not only a great generative figure in the modern dance, but also 
a rem arkable person. 
She exem plified a vita lity of sp irit which 
buoyed her up and was an inspiration to others throughout a long 
and busy life . 


M iss S i. Denis began her dancing career as a vaudeville per­ 
form er in 1893, began re citals as a leading dancer soon after the 
turn of the century, and went on to become outstanding also as a 
teacher and lecturer. 
F o r many years she was associated pro­ 
fessionally with her husband, Ted Shawn; th eir Denishawn School 
of the Dance Included among its pupils many who later rose to 
the top in modem dancing. 


An enlightened outlook upon life is a part of the legacy left by 
this exceptional woman. Her counsel to those in the sunset years 
is worth reiterating: 


“ Anyone who rem ains ale^t and alive after 70 must be vita lly 
interested in something, whether it's art o r golf or space. The 
ones who re tire and start picking at their food and com plaining 
because their grandchildren don't v is it them more often— they 
are sinking down slow ly and slowly losing their grip on life ."

A diverticulum is a sn ail 
pouch or sac found in the out­ 
er w all of the large intestine. 
This m ay occur singularly or 
there m ay be many and a l­ 
most alw ays they are present 
at birth. In most instances, 
people go through a ll of their 
lives w ithout any intestinal 
sym ptom s that are related to 
this condition. W hen there are 
m any 
sacs the disorder 
is 
called diverticulosis. 
A ll of these sacs open into 
the intestines and are thought 
to be due to a slight weakness 
in the m uscular w all of the 
large bowel. 
W hen food or 
bacteria causes an inflam m a­ 
tion of the lining of these 
sm all sacs the condition is 
called d iverticu litis, which is 
responsible for the distressing 
sym ptom s associated w ith it. 
Pain, tenderness of the ab­ 
dom inal w all, spasm, and ac­ 
cum ulation of gas are some 
of the symptoms noted by pa­ 
tients who have chronic irri­ 
tation and inflam m ation of the 
lining of the diverticula. It is 
surprising how often a sane, 
sensible diet can control these 
unpleasant 
com plaints 
a n d 
keep the condition from pro­ 
gressing. 
M any 
diets 
have 
been tried, a ll w ith a great 
deal of success, when used in 
com bination w ith the medi­ 
cines th at are now available.

W a SH IN STO N —The phoatest 
move by Coagress th‘s year 
was to p iss an alleged code of 
ethics.

In England and France, 
where the crim e rate is alm ost 
zero compared with the United 
States, television is strictly re- 
gulated. 
In the United States 
it is supposed to be regulated 
by the Federal Comm ini cations 
Com m ission. 
But in real fact 
it is not. 
Basic reason: the influence of 
Congressmen wno own Tv sta­ 
tions or have law firm s wnich 
represent TV clients or who 
want favors from the networks. 
In addition, 
the Presid ent's 
fam ily, for the firs t tim e in 
history, is a TV owner. Coi* 
gressm en with pocketbook in­ 
terests have cracked down on 
the Federal 
Comm unications 
Com nission brazenly. 
When the FCC tried to lim it 
the number of com m ercials on 
TV, for example, the House 
w rathfully voted 317 to 43 to 
strip the agency of this power. 


Few other issues have received 
such overwhelm ing House sup­ 
port. 
The secret of the television 
industry's hold over Congress 
is threefold: 
Secret No. 1 — Congressmen 
like to see them selves on TV, 
and TV stations offer a lot of 
free tim e. A broadcastingm ig» 
azlne survey indicated that 70 
per cent of the Senators and 60 
per cent of the Representatives 
film TV’ reports to constituents 
which are shown «‘as a public 
se rvice " by local stations. 
The taxpayers, in cid en tal^ , 
provide both the 
Senate and 
House with free radio and televi­ 
sion studios. The mem bers pay 
for little more than the cost 
of the film , scarcely a fraction 
of what 
com m ercial studios 
would charge. 
Sen. Everett 
D irksen, 
R-QL, for example, 
gained an advantage over other 
recording stars by cutting his 
profitable, p atriotic recording 
of “ Gallant M en" in the tax- 
subsidized Senate studio. 
Secret No. 2 — The radio- 
TV’ industry has more influence 
on Capitol H ill than any other 
lobby, except possibly the high­ 
way lobby. 
The National As­ 
sociation of Broadcasters has 
lined up station owners in every 
state who can be called upon to 


apply pressure tgwn th eir Ccn> 
gressm en. 
When the occasion 
demands, the NAB can back this 
up w ith letters from its 3,600 
member stations. 
Each net­ 
work also keeps a vice p resi­ 
dent in W ashington, whose main 
function is to keep Congressm en 
happy. 


Secret No, 3 — Many C oi* 
ressm en have a pocketbook ir* 
terest in broadcasting through 
personal or fam ily holdings in 
radio-TV stations. Equally sig­ 
nificant, 
Congressm en's law 
firm s have radio-TV clien ts. 
To illu strate, Rep. Clarence 
Brown Jr ., R-Ohio, isn 't the 
least abashed about feathering 
his nest vía WCOM in Urbana, 
Ohio. 
As executor of his fat­ 
h er's estate, he holds 75 per 
cent of the station's 
voting 
stock. 
Yet he has become the 
champion of rad io-televisionii* 
te rests inside the House Com­ 
m unications 
S u b com m ittee, 
which processes a ll broadcast­ 
ing leg islation. 


— BR A Z EN CONGRESSM AN— 
Brazenly, he led the fight 
against form ing a Public Broad­ 
casting Corporation.

Having worked for several 
years as a police-ambulance 
hospital 
steward in a m ejor 
city, I have been follow ing with 
m jch interest the present cor* 
tro versy between the sheriff 
and coroner. 
This thing has 
been battled in many other areas 
and it has been found that the 
most sensible solution has been 
to have the em ergency vehicles, 
including am bulances, under the 
ju risd ictio n of, and operated by, 
properly trained police or sher­ 
iff’ s o fficers. 
Non-emergency and invalid- 
coach service can w ell be left 
to private interests. There can 
never be a clear-cut delinea­ 
tion of service, both em ergency 
an i private, uafer the present 
system . There have been mcny 
court cases in regard to res­ 
p onsibility and lia b ility when 
em ergency vehicles them selves 
have been involved in accidents, 
and in this respect it is very’ im­ 
portant that a proper agency 
have control of such vehicles. 
I believe the sh eriff's dep?” ' 
ment is best equipped to handle 
the precautionary’ checkup that 
should go with every ca ll to any 
em ergency. 
As a taxpayer, I am concert* 
ed, too, about the lia b ility of 
the county in regard to such 
incidents where M r. W ard has 
used private citizens as rescue 
corps-such as skin-divers, go­ 
ing after drowned persons, etc. 
It is fine and wonderful to have 


volunteers, but liab ility as such 
is another m atter. 
As M r. Farm er stated— It's 
about tim e we brought this out 
into the open. 
It is my belief 
that in addition to the em er­ 
gency vehicles being under the 
control of the sh e riffs depart­ 
ment, that the office of coroner 
should be part of the county 
m edical departm ent and headed 
by a proper m edical man • 
such as the county physician. 
This could greatly obviate the 
need for many post-m ortem s. 
W’hy not explore the idea of 
having the public adm inistrator 
position as a division of the dis­ 
tric t attorney's office, w ith the 
fees thereof going into the coun­ 
ty coffers? 
There is a great deal to be 
considered here that has not yet 
surfaced, and for taxpayer pro­ 
tection the situation should be 
investigated thoroughly.

cations that arise from neglect 
of chronic d iverticu litis. T reat­ 
ment, cf course, is instituted 
only after the exact diagnosis 
is made by X-ray study of the 
intestines. It is surprising how 
often diverticula 
are 
found 
during routine X-ray exam ina­ 
tions in people who have had 
the 
condition 
w ithout 
any 
com plaints. 
Surgery becomes necessary 
only when one or more of the 
sacs 
becomes 
enlarged 
and 
threatens to rupture, or when 
abscesses develop. S u r g e r y 
can alm ost alw ays be avoided 
if the early symptoms are not 
overlooked and if the condi­ 
tion is treated vigorously w ith 
diet and drugs.

Blu ff D aily News that “ his idea 
would take no regular patrol 
deputy away from his b eat." 
How can this be? 
If an am­ 
bulance o fficer's beat is the pro­ 
tective patrol of a county area 
and he has to take an em erg­ 
ency ambulance patient out of 
his beat area and to a hospital, 
who then is covering his beat? 
The Sh eriff m aintains this 
proposed 
ambulance service 
w ithin his departm ent would be 
a $500 per month savings to the 
county, which is now paid as 
standby to the private ambul­ 
ance service. 
How could we 
save $500 per month if the coun­ 
ty has to turn around and hire 
two deputy ambulance d rivers 
to man the new am bulances so 
that our present regular patrol 
deputies w ill not be taken off 
th eir beat? 
Since you need 
two d rivers to adequately man 
an am bulance, that would nec­ 
essitate the hiring of four new 
men cm the sheriff’ s depart­ 
ment at at least 
$500 per 
month each. 
In my opinion the solo pur­

Americans have long since become used to the idea that by far 
the biggest slice of the national budget pie must go to the Depart­ 
ment of Defense. 
With such an enormous military establish­ 
ment deemed necessary' to guarantee die national security and 
meet worldwide commitments, it could not be otherwise. 


Even so, it is 
magnitude of the 
matter to which wc 


worthwhile to remind ourselves of the actual 
sums channeled to the Pentagon. R is not a 
ought to become indifferent. 


The sire of our defense bndget was pointed up in a sort of 
reverse way when the House * ¿.propriafions Committee made 
its final recommendations on new funds. The committee slashed 
die President’s request by 4.8 billion dollars. That is a huge 
figure— an amount of money incomprehensible to all of us. 
Yet it made only a small dent in the total recommended. House 
Appropriations approved 72.2 billion, the largest single appro­ 
priation since the height of World Wax IL 


Rep. Melvin R. Laird has been quoted as saying that of the 
total, 24.9 billion will go to pay Vietnamese War costs—bet then 
went on to say that he thinks a five-billion-dollar supplemental 
appropriation will be needed tor this purpose early next year. 


R is encouraging that die Appropriations Committee urged 
belt-tightening in some military activities not directly related 
to Vietnam. 
This seems to reflect a widespread feeling that, 
even with the paramount importance of national security, there 
must be some fat in such a vast budget. The overriding fact is 
that until International tensions are markedly eased the lion’s 
share of our national budget will continue to go for guns rather 
than for solution of domestic problems. 


Ruth St. Denis — A Powerful Life 
With the death of Ruth St. Denis at the age of 88, we have lost 
not only a great generative figure In the modern dance, but also 
a remarkable person. She exemplified a vitality of spirit which 
buoyed her up and was an inspiration to others throughout a long 
and busy life. 


Miss St. Denis began her dancing career as a vaudeville per­ 
former in 1893, began recitals as a leading dancer soon after the 
turn of the century, and went on to become outstanding also as a 
teacher and lecturer. For many years she was associated pro­ 
fessionally with her husband, Ted Shawn; their Denishawn School 
of the Dance included among its pupils many who later rose to 
the top in modern dancing. 


As enlightened outlook upon life is a part of the legacy left by 
this exceptional woman. Her counsel to those in the sunset years 
is worth reiterating: 


“ Anyone who remains alert and alive after 70 must be vitally 
interested in something, whether it’s art or golf or space. The 
ones who retire and start picking at their food and complaining 
because their grandchildren don’t visit them more often— they 
are sinking down slowly and slowly losing their grip on life.” 


To the end, Ruth S t Denis held life in an indomitable grip. 


WASHINGTON-The phoniest 
move by Congress this year 
was to pass an alleged cods of 
ethics. The code didn’t even be­ 
gin to deal with the finagling and 
backstairs lobbying that takes 
place on Capitol Hill. 
One illustration of its failure 
is what is happining with tele­ 
vision, wnere crime and viol­ 
ence programming is influenc­ 
ing the crime rate in this count­ 
ry. 
In England and France, 
where the crime rate is almost 
zero compared with the United 
States, television is strictly re. 
gulated. 
In the United States 
it is supposed to be regulated 
by the Federal Comm nucations 
Commission. 
But in real fact 
it is not 
Basic reason: the influence of 
Congressmen wno own Tv’ sta­ 
tions or have law firm s wnich 
represent TV clients or who 
want favors from the networks. 
In addition, 
the President’s 
family, for the first time In 
history, is a TV owner. Cot* 
gressmen with pocketbook in­ 
terests have cracked down on 
the Federal 
Communications 
Commission brazenly. 
When the FCC tried to limit 
the number of commercials on 
TV, for example, the House 
wrathfully voted 317 to 43 to 
strip the agency of this power. 


Few other issues have received 
such overwhelming House sup­ 
port. 
The secret of the television 
industry’s hold over Congress 
is threefold: 
Secret No. 1 — Congressmen 
like to see themselves on TV, 
and TV stations offer a lot of 
free time. A broadcastingmig. 
azine survey indicated that 70 
per cent erf the Senators and 60 
per cent of the Representatives 
film TV reports to constituents 
which are shown “ as a public 
service” by local stations. 
The taxpayers, incidentally, 
provide both the 
Senate and 
House with free radio and televi­ 
sion studios. The members pay 
for little more than the cost 
at the film, scarcely a fraction 
of what 
commercial studios 
would charge. 
Sen. Everett 
Dirksen, R4BL, for example, 
gained an advantage over other 
recording stars by cutting his 
profitable, patriotic recording 
of “ Gallant Men” in the tax- 
subsidized Senate studio. 
Secret No. 2 — The radio- 
TV industry’ has more influence 
on Capitol Hill than any other 
lobby, except possibly the high, 
way lobby. 
The National As­ 
sociation of Broadcasters has 
lined up station owners in every 
state who can be called upon to 


apply pressure igxio their Cot* 
gressmen. 
When the occasion 
deminds, the NAB can back this 
up with letters from its 3,600 
member stations. 
Each net­ 
work also keeps a vice presi­ 
dent in Washington, whose main 
function is to keep Congressmen 
happy. 


Secret No. 3 — Many Cor* 
ressman have a pocketbook in­ 
terest in broadcasting through 
personal or family holdings in 
radio-Tv stations. Equally sig­ 
nificant, 
Congressmen’s law 
firms have radio-TV clients. 
To illustrate, Rep. Clarence 
Brown Jr., R-Ohio, isn’t the 
least abashed about feathering 
his nest via WCOM in Urbana, 
Ohio. 
As executor of his fat­ 
her’s estate, he holds 75 per 
cent of the station’s 
voting 
stock. Yet be has become the 
champion of radio-television in­ 
terests inside the House Com­ 
munications 
S u b committee, 
which processes all broadcast­ 
ing legislation. 


— BRAZEN CONGRESSMEN— 
Brazenly, he led the fight 
against forming a Public Bread- 
casting Corporation. Equally 
brazen, he sought to restrict 
educational 
radio and televi­ 
sion. He was willing to perm it

Diverticulitis Is Common 


Dear Sir: 
Having worked for several 
years as a poli ce-ambulance 
hospital steward in a m?yor 
city, I have been following with 
m ach interest the present coi* 
troversy between the sheriff 
and coroner. 
This thing has 
been battled in many other areas 
anH it has been found that the 
most sensible solution has been 
to have the emergency vehicles, 
including ambulances, under the 
jurisdiction of, and operated by, 
properly trained police or sher­ 
iff’s officers. 
Non-emergency and invalid- 
coach service can well be left 
to private interests. There can 
never be a clear-cut delinea­ 
tion of service, both emergency 
and private, uaier the present 
system. There have been many 
court cases in regard to res­ 
ponsibility and liability when 
emergency vehicles themselves 
have been involved in accidents, 
and in this respect it is very im­ 
portant that a proper agency 
have control of such vehicles. 
I believe the sheriff’s depa-' 
meat is best equipped to handle 
the precautionary checkup that 
should go with every call to any 
emergency. 
As a taxpayer, I am concern­ 
ed, too, about the liability of 
the county in regard to such 
incidents where Mr. Ward has 
used private citizens as rescue 
corps-such as skin-divers, go­ 
ing after drowned persons, etc. 
R is fine and wonderful to have 


volunteers, but liability as such 
is another matter. 
As Mr. Farmer stated—It’s 
about time we brought this out 
into the open. 
It is my belief 
that in addition to the emer­ 
gency vehicles being under the 
control of the sheriffs depart­ 
ment, that the office of coroner 
should be part of the county’ 
medical department and headed 
by a proper medical man • 
such as the county physician. 
This could greatly obviate the 
need for many post-mortems. 
Why not explore the idea of 
having the public administrator 
position as a división of the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office, with the 
fees thereof going into the coun­ 
ty coffers? 
There is a great deal to be 
considered here that has not yet 
surfaced, and for taxpayer pro­ 
tection the situation should be 
investigated thoroughly.

ated with the unknown. 
A diverticulum is a small 
pouch or sac found in the out­ 
er wall of the large intestine. 
This may occur singularly or 
there may be many and al­ 
most always they are present 
a t birth. In most instances, 
people go through all of their 
lives without any intestinal 
symptoms that are related to 
this condition. When there are 
many sacs the disorder is 
called diverticulosis. 
All of these sacs open into 
the intestines and are thought 
to be due to a slight weakness 
in the muscular wall of the 
large bowel. When food or 
bacteria causes an inflamma­ 
tion of the lining of these 
small sacs the condition is 
called diverticulitis, which is 
responsible for the distressing 
symptoms associated with it. 
Pain, tenderness of the ab­ 
dominal wall, spasm, and ac­ 
cumulation of gas are some 
of the symptoms noted by pa­ 
tients who have chronic irri­ 
tation and inflammation of the 
lining of the diverticula. It is 
surprising how often a sane, 
sensible diet can control these 
unpleasant 
complaints a n d 
keep the condition from pro­ 
gressing 
Many 
diets 
have 
been tried, all with a great 
deal of success, when used in 
combination with the medi­ 
cines that are now available. 
Recently it was suggested 
that patients with this disor- 
(O 


der would benefit from a high 
residue diet. This is a rather 
new idea because previously 
it was felt that a low residue 
diet would be most effective. 
The purpose of this new ap­ 
proach is to keep the intestine 
filled, 
especially when pain 
and spasm are present. A high 
residue diet is one that con­ 
tains bulky food with a high 
cellulose content. The oppo­ 
site, of course, is contained in 
the low residue diet. It must 
be emphasized that no shift 
to a high residue diet should 
be made without the specific 
instruction of the physician, 
who carefully evaluates this 
new idea in each individual 
case. There are now a number 
ef excellent simple, highly re­ 
fined and non-irritating pro­ 
ducts made of psyllium seeds 
which add bulk and promote 
natural elimination. 
Antibiotics and antispasm 
drugs can now keep the pa­ 
tient comfortable and help 
prevent some of the compli­ 
cations that arise from neglect 
of chronic diverticulitis. Treat­ 
ment. cf course, is instituted 
only after the exact diagnosis 
is made by X-ray study of the 
intestines. It is surprising how 
often diverticula are found 
during routine X-ray examina- 
tions in people who have had 
the 
condition 
without 
any 
complaints. 
Surgery becomes necessary 
only when one or more of the 
sacs becomes enlarged and 
threatens to rupture, or when 
abscesses develop. S u r g e r y 
can almost always be avoided 
if the early symptoms are not 
overlooked and if the condi­ 
tion is treated vigorously with 
diet and drugs.

band radio for the safety of the 
residents of Tehama County. 
How could an ambulance poss­ 
ibly be used for the dual pur­ 
pose of patrol vehicle and am­ 
bulance? 
Anyone can imagine 
the damage a drunken or in* 
ruly prisoner or a m schie- 
vous, tinkering juvenile could do 
to the costly interior of an am­ 
bulance while being transported 
to jail in this dual vehicle. 
If this dual vehicle is ap­ 
prehending a thief at one end 
of Tehama County, how can it 
orop that important situation to 
promptly attend to an accident 
requiring an ambulance at the 
other end of the county? 
And if you say, in those 
instances, let the private am­ 
bulance service handle it; well 
there would not be a private 
ambulance service, as neither 
public nor private ambulance 
services can operate sporad­ 
ically and still profit. 
Sheriff Williams stated in 
Wednesday, 
July 24th’s Red 
Bluff Daily News that “ his idea 
would take no regular patrol 
deputy away from his beat.” 
How can this be? 
If an am­ 
bulance officer’s beat is the pro­ 
tective patrol of a county area 
and he has to take an em erg­ 
ency ambulance patient out of 
his beat area and to a hospital, 
who then is covering his beat? 
The Sheriff maintains this 
proposed 
ambulance service 
within his department would be 
a $500 per month savings to toe 
county, which is now paid as 
standby to the private ambul­ 
ance service. 
How could we 
save $500 per m onto if the com* 
ty has to turn around and hire 
two deputy ambulance drivers 
to man the new ambulances so 
that our present regular paired 
deputies will not be taken off 
their beat? 
Since you need 
two drivers to adequately man 
an ambulance, that would nec­ 
essitate the hiring of four new 
men on the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment at at least 
$500 per 
month each. 
In my opinion the solo pur­ 
pose of the county sheriff’s de­ 
partment should be the enforce­ 
ment of laws and the protection 
of life and property against 
those members of our com­ 
munity that would do it harm. 
There would appear to be 
plenty of duties to occupy the 
sheriff’s deputies, such as in­ 
suring jail security, area pat­ 
rol and surveillance, and crime 
prevention.

He 
pointed out that many children 
from well-to-dc families are in 
the same boat and sent me home 
with literature on nutrition and 
the balanced diet. 
Please print this letter, Ann, 
and alert mothers everywhere 
to the danger of letting their 
children eat only what they 
want to. It was a shock to dis­ 
cover that our son was in the 
same pathetic physical condi­ 
tion as the little boys who live 
in shacks in Mississippi.

Two of 


Britain's Protestant chruches 
moved closer together when the 
Congregationalists 
and 
the 


Presbyterian Church of England 
voted, at their assemblies in 
May, for union by 1970. 


The new United Church, as it 


will be called, is expected to 
have nearly 300,000 mom'oers 
with 1,500 ministers serving 
2,000 churches throughout Eng. 
land and Wales. 


However, in approving unani- 


mously the general principle of 
union, the Congregationalists 
made a reservation that final 
decisions about the form of 
church government as it affects 
a single pattern of elder ship and 
the diaconate should be left un- 
til later. 


This will be borne in mind 


when delegates from the two 
churches draw up their formal 
outline for union, which is ex- 
pected to be ready by next year. 
The outline plan will then be 
studied by individual member 
Church in England and Wales, 
said at its assembly that denorru. 
which is expected in 1970 with 
ratification following a year 
later. 


The grouping together of Con- 


gregationalists and Presbyte- 
rians in the new United Church 
will mark the first occasion on 
which union is achieved be- 
tween 
historically separated 


churches in this country. But 
the Church of England and the 
Methodists 
are 
discussing 


union, too. 


There are about 260,000 Co* 


gregationalists in England and 
Wales. Presbyterians number 
under 40,000, although there are 
many more in Scotland and 
Horthern Ireland, who are not 
affected by the present merger. 


The laity is expected to be 


given an important role in the 
United Church, 
presiding at 


Holy Communion when neces- 
sary. Men and women will be 
strictly equal, with wom^n also 
eligible for the ministry. Local 
churches will have lay elders 
chosen by the church to share in 
preaching and pastoral work. 


The Rev. Charles Haig, new 


president of the Congregational 
Church in England and Wales, 
said at its assembly that denom. 
inationalism 'was dying. 


"Let us not seek to prolong 


its struggles," he said. "The 
Inherited idea of a denomination 
is irrelevant to the life and work 
of the church today. The decline 
in numbers which began 50 
years ago will go on until a 
united church is able of offer 
a new center for the life of 
the nation."

LONDON (AP) - Two of 
Britain's Protestant chruches 
moved closer together when the 
Congregational! sts 
and 
the 
Presbyterian Church of England 
voted, at their assemblies in 
May, for union by 1970. 
The new United Church, as it 
w ill be called, is expected to 
have nearly 300,090 members 
with 1,500 ministers serving 
2,000 churches throughout Engw 
land and Wales. 
However, in approving unani­ 
mously the general principle of 
union, the Congregationalists 
made a reservation that final 
decisions about the form of 
church government as it affects 
a single pattern of elder ship and 
the diaconate should be left uiw 
til later. 
This w ill be borne in mind 
when delegates from the two 
churches draw up their formal 
outline for union, which is ex­ 
pected to be ready by next year. 
The outline plan w ill then be 
studied by individual member 
Church in England and Wales, 
said at its assembly that denom- 
which is expected in 1970 with 
ratification following a year 
later. 
The grouping together of Con­ 
gregationalists and Presbyte­ 
rians in the new United Church 
w ill mark the first occasion on 
which union is achieved be­ 
tween 
historically separated 
churches in this country. But 
the Church of England and the 
Methodists 
are 
discussing 
union, too. 
There are about 260,000 Coiw 
gregationalists in England and 
Wales. 
Presbyterians number 
under 40,000, although there are 
many more in Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, who are not 
affected by the present merger. 
The laity is expected to be 
given an important role in the 
United Church, 
presiding at 
Holy Communion when neces­ 
sary. 
Men and women w ill be 
strictly equal, with women also 
eligible for the ministry. Local 
churches w ill have lay elders 
chosen by the church to share in 
preaching and pastoral work. 
The Rev. Charles Haig, new 
president of the Congregational 
Church in England and Wales, 
said at its assembly that denom- 
inationalism was dying. 
" Let us not seek to prolong 
its struggles," he said. "The 
inherited idea of a denomination 
is irrelevant to the life and work 
of the church today. The decline 
in numbers which began 50 
years ago w ill go on until a 
united church is able of offer 
a new center for the life of 
the nation."

To Unite 


B y GODFREY ANDERSON 
LONDON (AP) — 
Two of 
B ritain's Protestant chruches 
moved closer together when the 
Congregationalists 
and 
the 
Presbyterian Church of England 
voted, at their assem blies in 
May, for union by 1970. 
The new United Church, as it 
will be called, is expected to 
have nearly 300,090 members 
with 1,500 m inisters serving 
2,000 churches throughout Eng* 
land and Wales. 
However, in approving unani­ 
mously the general principle of 
union, the Congregationallsts 
made a reservation that final 
decisions about the form of 
church government as it affects 
a single pattern of eldership and 
the diaconate should be left un­ 
til later. 
This will be borne in mind 
when delegates from the t^o 
churches draw up their formal 
outline for union, which is ex­ 
pected to be ready by next year. 
The outline plan will then be 
studied by individual member 
Church in England and Wales, 
said at its assembly that denorn- 
which is expected in 1970 with 
ratification following a year 
later. 
The grouping together of Con- 
gregationalists and Presbyte­ 
rians in the new United Church 
will m ark the first occasion on 
which union is achieved be­ 
tween 
historically separated 
churches in this country. But 
the Church of England and the 
Methodists 
are 
discussing 
union, too. 
There are about 260,000 Con- 
gregationalists in England and 
W ales. 
Presbyterians number 
under 40,000, although there are 
many more in Scotland and 
Northern Ireland, who are not 
affected by the present merger. 
The laity is expected to be 
given an important role in the 
United Church, 
presiding at 
Holy Communion when neces­ 
sary. 
Men and women will be 
strictly equal, with women also 
eligible for the m inistry. Local 
churches will have lay elders 
chosen by the church to share in 
preaching and pastoral work. 
The Rev. Charles Haig, new 
president of the Congregational 
Church in England and Wales, 
said at its assembly that denom- 
inationalism was dying. 
" Let us not seek to prolong 
its struggles," he said. "The 
inherited idea of a denomination 
is Irrelevant to the life and work 
of the church today. The decline 
in numbers which began 50 
years ago will go on until a 
united church is able of offer 
a new center for the life of 
the nation."

WASHINGTON CAP)— Nearly 
50 per cent of the American 
troops wounded 
seriously e- 


nough to be Hospitalized In the 
Vietnam war are reassigned to 
fighting units, according to Pen- 
tagon statistics. 
The figures showthat of 51,252 
hospitalized 
wounded 
in the 


19C5-67 period, 23,539returned 
to service In Vietnam. 


Of the rest, 15,006, or about 30 


per cent, were assigned outside 
the war zone, 3,400 got disabil- 
ity discharges, 1,585 died and 
7,722 are still in the hospital 
at the end of 1967. 
A total of 48,565 others who 
suffered what is loosely term- 
ed as bandaged wounds either 
continued fighting or returned to 
duty 
after 
getting treatment 


from battlefield aid stations. 


The 
percentage of wounded 


men leaving the war points up 
the policy differences among 


the services concerning there- 
assignment of men wounded 
during the fighting. 


A Navy man or a Marine, for 
example, may be shipped out of 
the war zone for good If he Is 
twice wounded, both requiring 
48 hours or more In the hospi- 
tal. 
The Army has a much tougher 


policy. A soldier can be laid 
up nearly two months and still 
go back to the war when he Is 
fit. 


The Air Force has virtually no 
policy at all except In the case 
of serious wounds. 


The Pentagon says the deci- 
sion on casualty reasslgnments 
Is left to each service because 
of their varied manpower needs. 
There is no plan to standardize 
the policies, a spokesman said. 
Here are the specific service 
guidelines:

Navy and 
Marine 
Corps: 


Those serving In or off Vietnam 
who get two wounds requiring 
48 hours or more hospitallza- 
tlon are reassigned away from 
Vietnam. Three wounds make 
reassignment automatic. 
Army: No specific number of 
wounds entitles a man to reas- 
signment. 
A soldier who Is 


wounded twice or more In com - 
bat Is, If physically qualified, 
reported to Saigon headquarters 
for possible transfer. 


"However, 
reassignment Is 


not automatic and military re- 
quirements remain the overrid- 
ing consideration," the Penta- 
gon says. 


If a soldier Is hospitalized for 


30 days or less he stays in Viet- 
nam and is later returned to 
duty there. 


"If the prognosis Indicates 


more than 60 days will be re- 


quired for recovery, wounded 
personnel are evacuated to a 
U.S. military hospital located In 
the Pacific area and returned to 
duty In Vietnam," the Pentagon 
says. 


Only when the prognosis Indi- 
cates more than 60 days hospl- 
talizatlon is a wounded man 
evacuated to a hospital in the 
continental U.S. and not return- 
ed to Vietnam. 
Air Force: As in the Army 
no specific number of wounds 
automatically get an air man out 
of Vietnam. The general pol- 
icy Is that those who are wound- 
ed seriously enough to be eva- 
cuated from Vietnam don't have 
to go back.

SPENCER'S FISH 


TALES 


After my mysterious disappearance I have come back to the 


ever smelly fish lore of the Upper Sacramento Valley. Truly, 
"Superior California". With it, many new situations which seem 
to be of utmost importance to all fishermen in the area. One of 
which is the salmon resource issue at hand. 


We attended the meeting on Tuesday in Sacramento where in- 


terested fishermen and groups concerned over our declining 
fall run salmon, pooled their ideas which in turn will give the 
Fish and Game Commission necessary information to act in 
setting the regulations. These regulations shall be decided upon 
July 26th (today) in San Diego. 


We have re-examined the estimated percentages of salmon 


caught made by the Fish and Game Biologists and here are 
study figures between 1962 and 1966. 


CENTRAL VALLEY FALL RUN SALMON 
86% Caught by commercial fishermen 
12% Caught by sport fishermen in the ocean 
2% Caught by river anglers 


Here again, we are speaking of the Fall run fish and not the 


winter Kings which is a separate run. 


In order mat we may reduce the decline in the fall run salmon, 


the following action has been recommended byFishand Game ex- 
perts. We feel that this is the real common sense approach to 
the problem and at the meeting in Sacramento, there was very 
little opposition to it except for the commercial fisheries ob- 
jecting to their season being cut. 


1. Reduce the bag limit in the Central Valley from 3 fish to 1 


fish in October, November, and December. This will reduce the 
total catch 
of the river sport fishermen by about 14 per cent. 


After December, anglers can take a bag limit of 3 fish from the 
winter run which is in no danger. 


2. Extend the area where salmon fishing is prohibited during 


October, November, and December from Anderson downstream to 
the Red Bluff Diversion Dam. 


3. Prohibit salmon ilshing in the prime spawning area oetween 


the Highway 44 and Highway 99 bridges at Redding. The 3 mile 
area is now closed May through July and from October through 
December. 


4. Close the ocean sport season early. 
5. By legislative action, close the 1969 commercial season early. 
6. By legislative action, delay the opening of the commercial 


salmon season, 


7. Operate all hatcheries in the Central Valley according to a 


coordinated program, filling each to capacity to raise fish to a 
size of 90 to the pound (about 4 inches). 


8. Change Steelhead stocking procedures so that steelhead are 


never stocked as yearlings in the streams where or when young 
salmon are migrating downstream. 
(At this point I was assured by commissioner Cllneschmldt that 
there would be no reduction in the steelhead stocking program. 


9. Screen all major diversions. 
(It might be noted that the 


Glen-Colusa canal has taken untold numbers of young salmon. 


These were the steps recommended by the Department of Fish 


and Game to the Commission for some emergency action. At 
the r.ieeting on Tuesday night, there were numerous proposed 
modifications but the concern by everyone there including the com- 
mercial fishermen was admirable. The purpose of the meeting 
was accomplished. We have a problem with our salmon and we are 
going to do something about it. Once they are gone, they will 
never come back. With an increase in our Fall run salmon we 
can also expect Increased steelhead fishing for ail.

"Superior California". With it, many new situations which seem 
to be of utmost importance to all fishermen in the area. One of 
which is the salmon resource issue at hand. 
We attended the meeting on Tuesday in Sacramento where in­ 
terested fishermen and groups concerned over our declining 
fall run salmon, pooled their ideas which in turn will give the 
Fish and Game Commission necessary information to act in 
setting the regulations. These regulations shall be decided upon 
July 26th (today) in San Diego. 
We have re-examined the estimated percentages of salmon 
caught made by the Fish and Game Biologists and here are 
study figures between 1962 and 1966. 
CENTRAL VALLEY FALL RUN SALMON 
86% Caught by commercial fishermen 
12% Caught by sport fishermen in the ocean 
2% Caught by river anglers 
Here again, we are speaking of the Fall run fish and not the 
winter Kings which is a separate run. 
In order that we may reduce the decline in the fall run salmon, 
the following action has been recommended by Fish and Game ex­ 
perts. 
We feel that this is the real common sense approach to 
the problem and at the meeting in Sacramento, there was very 
little opposition to it except for the commercial fisheries ob­ 
jecting to their season being cut. 
1. Reduce the bag limit in the Central Valley from 3 fish to 1 
fish in October, November, and December. This will reduce the 
total catch 
of the river sport fishermen by about 14 per cent. 
After December, anglers can take a bag limit of 3 fish from the 
winter run which is in no danger. 
2. Extend the area where salmon fishing is prohibited during 
October, November, and December from Anderson downstream to 
the Red Bluff Diversion Dam. 
3. Prohibit salmon fishing in the prime spawning area between 
the Highway 44 and Highway 99 bridges at Redding. The 3 mile 
area is now closed May through July and from October through 
December. 
4. Close the ocean sport season early. 
5. By legislative action, close the 1969 commercial season early. 
6. By legislative action, delay the opening of the commercial 
salmon season. 
7. Operate all hatcheries in the Central Valley according to a 
coordinated program, filling each to capacity to raise fish to a 
size of 90 to the pound (about 4 inches). 
8. Change steelhead stocking procedures so that steelhead are 
never stocked as yearlings in the streams where or when young 
salmon are migrating downstream. 
(At this point I was assured by commissioner Cllneschmidt that 
there would be no reduction in the steelhead stocking program. 
9. Screen all major diversions. 
(It might be noted that the 
Glen-Colusa canal has taken untold numbers of young salmon. 
These were the steps recommended by the Department of Fish 
and Game to the Commission for some emergency action. At 
the meeting on Tuesday night, there were numerous proposed 
modifications but the concern by everyone there including the com­ 
mercial fishermen was admirable. The purpose of the meeting 
was accomplished. We have a problem with our salmon and we are 
going to do something about it. Once they are gone, they will 
never come back. With an increase in our Fall run salmon we 
can also expect increased steelhead fishing for all.

SPENCER'S FISH 
TALES 


After my m ysterious disappearance I have come back to the 
ever smelly fish lore of the Upper Sacramento Valley. Truly, 
"Superior C alifornia". With it, many new situations which seem 
to be of utmost Importance to all fisherm en in the area. One of 
which is the salmon resource issue at hand. 
We attended the meeting on Tuesday in Sacramento where in­ 
terested fishermen and groups concerned over our declining 
fall run salmon, pooled their ideas which in turn will give the 
Fish and Game Commission necessary information to act in 
setting the regulations. These regulations shall be decided upon 
July 26th (today) in San Diego. 
We have re-exam ined the estim ated percentages of salmon 
caught made by the Fish and Game Biologists and here are 
study figures between 1962 and 1966. 
CENTRAL VALLEY FALL RUN SALMON 
86% Caught by commercial fishermen 
12% Caught by sport fishermen in the ocean 
2% Caught by riv er anglers 
Here again, we are speaking of the Fall run fish and not the 
winter Kings which is a separate run. 
In order that we may reduce the decline in the fall run salmon, 
the following action has been recommended by Fish and Game ex­ 
perts. 
We feel that this is the real common sense approach to 
the problem and at the meeting in Sacramento, there was very 
little opposition to it except tor the commercial fisheries ob­ 
jecting to their season being cut. 
1. Reduce the bag lim it in the C entral Valley from 3 fish to 1 
fish in October, November, and December. This will reduce toe 
total catch 
of toe riv er sport fisherm en by about 14 per cent. 
After December, anglers can take a bag limit of 3 fish from toe 
winter run which is in no danger. 
2. Extend the area where salmon fishing is prohibited during 
October, November, and December from Anderson downstream to 
toe Red Bluff Diversion Dam. 
3. Prohibit salmon fishing in toe prim e spawning area between 
toe Highway 44 and Highway 99 bridges at Redding. The 3 mile 
area is now closed May through July and from October through 
December. 
4. Close toe ocean sport season early. 
5. By legislative action, close the 1969 commercial season early. 
6. By legislative action, delay toe opening of toe commercial 
salmon season. 
7. Operate all hatcheries in the Central Valley according to a 
coordinated program , filling each to capacity to raise fish to a 
size of 90 to the pound (about 4 inches). 
8. Change steelhead stocking procedures so that steelhead are 
never stocked as yearlings in toe stream s where o r when young 
salmon are migrating downstream. 
(At this point I was assured by commissioner Clineschmldt that 
there would be no reduction in toe steelhead stocking program. 
9. Screen all major diversions. 
(It might be noted that toe 
Glen-Colusa canal has taken untold numbers of young salmon. 
These were toe steps recommended by toe Department of Fish 
and Game to the Commission for some emergency action. At 
the meeting on Tuesday night, there were numerous proposed 
modifications but toe concern by everyone there including the com­ 
mercial fishermen was admirable. 
The purpose of the meeting 
to s accomplished. We have a problem with our salmon and we are 
going to do something about it. Once they are gone, they will 
never come back. 
With an increase in our Fall run salmon we 
can also expect increased steelhead fishing for all.

Is 'Ridiculous' Venture 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — A 


federal spokesman called "ridi- 
culous" Thursday a report from 
Niger that Nigerian andBiafran 
delegates had agreed on a mer- 
cy route across northern Biafra 
to aid starving civil war refu- 
gees. 


The reports from Niamey, Ni- 


ger's capital, said the negotia- 
tors had agreed on a 10-mile 
corridor extending from Enugu, 
the capital of secessionist Biaf- 
ra captured by federal troops, 
93 miles east to Ogoja. 


The spokesman pointed out 


that Ogoja is practically in. 
accessible, has long been under 
federal control, and any food 
sent there would be farther 
auay from starving Biafrans 
than at Enugu. 


He thought informants in Nia- 


mey may have confused Ogoja 
with Awgu, 33 miles south of 
Enugu. The federal government 
has offered to open a mercy cor. 
ridor from Enugu to Awgu, the

U.S. Hunger Listed 
As Health Problem 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun- 
ger in the United States is main- 
ly a health problem that cannot 
be solved by simply putting 
more food in undernourished or 
empty bellies, says a new re- 
port. 


The report, circulating among 
influential medical people, pub- 
lic officials and researchers, is 
highly critical of a study by the 
Citizens Board of Inquiry ear- 
lier this year. 


The citizens board's findings 
that thousands of people are 
starving in the United States 
were based on factual error, 
lack of knowledge and too much 
emotion, says the new report. 
The report is entitled "Hunger 


USA—A Critical Review." 
The author is Dr. Herbert Pol- 
lack, a staff member of the In- 
stitute for Defense Analyses, a 


private corporation which han- 
dles a variety of research pro- 
jects for the Pentagon. 
The IDA said the Pollack re- 
port was his own and is not en- 
dorsed by the organization. It 
was published by IDA, a spokes- 
man said, "as a courtesy" to 
Pollack, who was described as 
"a widely recognized authority 
in the medical profession."

Claims Mercy Mission 
Is ‘Ridiculous’ Venture 


LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — A 
federal spokesman called "ridi* 
culous»’ Thursday a report from 
Niger that Nigerian andBiairan 
delegates had agreed on a mer­ 
cy route across northern Biafra 
to aid starving civil war refu­ 
gees. 
The reports from Niamey, Ni­ 
ger's capital, said the negotia­ 
tors had agreed on a 10-mile 
corridor extending from Enugu, 
the capital of secessionist Biaf­ 
ra captured by federal troops, 
93 miles east to Ogoja. 
The spokesman pointed out 
that Ogoja is practically in­ 
accessible, has long been under 
federal control, and any food 
sent there would be farther 
away from starving Biafrans 
than at Enugu. 
He thought informants in Nia­ 
mey may have confused Ogoja 
with Awgu, 33 miles south of 
Enugu. The federal government 
has offered to open a mercy cor. 
ridor from Enugu to Awgu, the 
point of deepest 
penetration 
from 
the north by 
federal 
troops. 
Another possibility was that 
Ogoja might be used as a stag­ 
ing area for relief supplies mov­ 
ing in from Cameroon on the 
east. 
An official of the Came­ 
roon embassy said the Red 
Cross had asked about using the 
Cameroon town of Mimfe, about 
70 miles southeast of Ogoja, 
as a base for feeding relief 
supplies into Biafra. 
He said 
he did not know if any action 
had been taken. 
Federal officials voiced sus­ 
picions of relief attem pts to get 
food to the starving refugees in 
Biafra, fearing arm s may be 


slipped through their lines. 
" I believe all practical means 
should be employed for relief," 
said Foreign Minister 
0<oi 
Arikpo on his return from the 
Soviet Union and Poland. "B ut 
we are not going to allow the op­ 
portunity for Ojukwu to import 
more arm s.” 
He referred to Lt. Col. Odu- 
megwu Ojukwu, who took east­ 
ern Nigeria out of the federal 
union last year, called it Biafra, 
and has been fighting a civil 
war with the federáis since last 
sum m er. 
Arikpo declared relief organ­ 


izations now flying food into be­ 
sieged Biafra in defiance of the 
federal government "w ant to 
give Ojukwu another fighting 
chance." 


In rem arks to reporters at the 
airport, Arikpo was particular­ 
ly critical of C aritas, the Roman 
Catholic charity organization 


that has been flying relief sup­ 
plies into Biafra. Caritas offi­ 
cials have said some of their 
planes have been fired on by 
federal ground forces. Nigeria 
has threatened to shoot down re­ 
lief planes. 


U.S. Hunger Listed 
As Health Problem 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun­ 
ger in the United States is main­ 
ly a health problem that cannot 
be solved by simply putting 
m ore food in undernourished or 
empty bellies, says a new re ­ 
port. 
The report, circulating among 
influential medical people, pub­ 
lic officials and researchers, is 
highly critical of a study by the 
Citizens Board of Inquiry e a r­ 
lier this year. 
The citizens board’s findings 
that thousands 
of people are 
starving in the United States 
were based on factual error, 
lack of knowledge and too much 
emotion, says the new report. 
The report is entitled "Hunger 
USA—A C ritical Review." 
The author is Dr. Herbert Pol­ 
lack, a staff member of the In­ 
stitute for Defense Analyses, a 


private corporation which han­ 
dles a variety of research pro­ 
jects for the Pentagon. 
The IDA said the Pollack re ­ 
port was his own and is not en­ 
dorsed by the organization. It 
was published by IDA, a spokes­ 
man said, "a s a courtesy" to 
Pollack, who was described as 
" a widely recognized authority 
in the medical profession." 


The published findings of the 
Citizens Board of Inquiry have 
weighed heavily in efforts for 
expanded food program s. 


An example, Pollack said, is a 
hunger report statem ent that 
nutritional 
anemia stemming 
prim arily from protein and iron 
deficiencies 
was 
commonly 
found in 30 to 70 per cent of the 
children from poverty back­ 
grounds.

Claims Mercy Mission 
Is ‘Ridiculous’ Venture 
LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — A 
federal spokesman called “ ridi­ 
culous” Thursday a report from 
Niger that Nigerian and Biafran 
delegates had agreed on a mer* 
cy route across northern Biafra 
to aid starving civil war refu­ 
gees. 
The reports from Niamey, Ni» 
ger's capital, said the negotia­ 
tors had agreed on a 10-mile 
corridor extending from Enugu, 
the capital of secessionist Biaf» 
ra captured by federal troops, 
93 miles east to Ogoja. 
The spokesman pointed out 
that Ogoja is practically in­ 
accessible, has long been under 
federal control, and any food 
sent there would be farther 
away from starving Biafrans 
than at Enugu. 
He thought informants in Nía» 
mey may have confused Ogoja 
with Awgu, 33 miles south of 
Enugu. The federal government 
has offered to open a mercy cor­ 
ridor from Enugu to Awgu, the 
point of deepest 
penetration 
from 
the north by 
federal 
troops. 
Another possibility was that 
Ogoja might be used as a stag* 
ing area for relief supplies mov­ 
ing in from Cameroon on the 
east. 
An official of the Came­ 
roon embassy said the Red 
Cross had asked about using the 
Cameroon town of M imfe, about 
70 miles southeast of Ogoja, 
as a base for feeding relief 
supplies into Biafra. 
He said 
he did not know if any action 
had been taken. 
Federal officials voiced sus­ 
picions of relief attempts to get 
food to the starving refugees in 
Biafra, fearing arm s may be 


slipped through their lines. 
“ I believe all practical means 
should be employed for relief,” 
said Foreign Minister 
Oxoi 
Arikpo on his return from the 
Soviet Union and Poland. “ But 
we are not going to allow the op­ 
portunity for Ojukwu to import 
more arm s,” 
He referred to Lt. Col. Odu- 
megwu Ojukwu, who took east­ 
ern Nigeria out of the federal 
union last year, called it Biafra, 
and has been fighting a civil 
war with the federáis since last 
summer. 
Arikpo declared relief organ­ 


izations now flying food into be­ 
sieged Biafra in defiance of the 
federal government “ want to 
give Ojukwu another fighting 
chance.” 


In remarks to reporters at the 
airport, Arikpo was particular­ 
ly critical of Cn-dtas, the Roman 
Catholic charity organization 


that has been flying relief sup­ 
plies into Biafra. Caritas offi­ 
cials have said some of their 
planes have been fired on by 
federal ground forces. Nigeria 
has threatened to shoot down re­ 
lief planes. 
U.S. Hunger Listed 
As Health Problem 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Hun­ 
ger in the United States is main­ 
ly a health problem that cannot 
be solved by simply putting 
more food in undernourished or 
empty bellies, says a new re ­ 
port. 
The report, circulating among 
influential medical people, pub­ 
lic officials and researchers, is 
highly critical of a study by the 
Citizens Board of Inquiry ear­ 
lier this year. 
The citizens board’s findings 
that thousands 
of people are 
starving in the United States 
were based on factual error, 
lack of knowledge and too much 
emotion, says the new report. 
The report is entitled “ Hunger 
USA—A Critical Review.” 
The author is Dr. Herbert Pol­ 
lack, a staff member of the In­ 
stitute for Defense Analyses, a 


private corporation which han­ 
dles a variety of research pro­ 
jects for the Pentagon. 
The IDA said the Pollack re ­ 
port was his own and is not en­ 
dorsed by the organization. It 
was published by IDA, a spokes­ 
man said, “ as a courtesy” to 
Pollack, who was described as 
“ a widely recognized authority 
in the medical profession.” 


The published findings of the 
Citizens Board of Inquiry have 
weighed heavily in efforts for 
expanded food programs. 


An example, Pollack said, is a 
hunger report statement that 
nutritional anemia stemming 
primarily from protein and iron 
deficiencies 
was 
commonly 
found in 30 to 70 per cent of the 
children from poverty back­ 
grounds.

VIENTIANE, Laos (A.P)—Two 
blocks from the U.S. Embassy, 
a company of Communist sold- 
iers stands guard in the heart 
of the Laotian capital.

live in a two-acre compound 
facing the market place and the 
central post office. The troops, 
many of them teen-age boys, 
avoid contact with the popula- 
tion and rarely venture further 
than the market across the 
street—leaving their guns be- 
hind.
